Crashed Plane

EL TORO, Calif. (®—A Marine 
jet fighter plane crashed onto a 
railroad track Wednesday, was 
struck by the locomotive and cart- 
wheeled back between the fourth 
and fifth cars of the passenger 
train.

State Revenue Commissioner T. 
V. Williams said Wednesday he 
doesn’t “give a tinker’s damn” 
about a proposed audit of all sales 
tax records.

Shaw showed a Constitution re- 
porter a stack of photostatic rec- 
ords he said would disclose law 
violations concerning certain for- 
mer legislators who sold goods 
to the state when Sen. Talmadge 
was governor. 


LARGE PURCHASES 


An inspection of the records 
| showed numerous large purchases 
| made by the state when only one 
| bid was received. Shaw said that 
in most of these cases several 
sources of supply were available. 


Sen. Talmadge could not be 
reached for comment. He is in 
Europe. 


There is some question as to 
whether the statute of limitations 
may have run out on any offenses 
involved in the purchases. 


Two legal sources said that the 
statute normally is four years in 
such cases. The statute would not 
run if the offenses were unknown 
to a prosecuting officer, they ex- 
plained. 


DUTY TO REPORT 


Under another interpretation, 
however, the statute would run 
if the offenses w2re known to an 
officer who had a duty to report 
the offenses to a prosecuting of- 
ficer and failed to do so, they 
added. 


Shaw also said that because of 


heart trouble he would be unable 
to appear before the Fulton jury 
if it were to subpoena him. 


He said that because of the 
seriousness of his heart condition, 
he is under doctor’s orders to re- 
frain from doing anything that 
might excite him.

Terms 
were not disclosed. 


Capital mechanics went on 
strike Oct. 15, demanding a wage 
increase of 42 cents an hour and 
a two-year contract.

BERLIN (AP) A responsible 
Soviet source said Wednesday 
night the Soviet Union intends to 
give Communist East Germany 
control over all Western Allies 
supply lines to Berlin—air, rail 
and highway. 


It was a confirmation of East 
German hints and Western ex- 
pectations in a pattern building 
up since Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev called Nov. 10 for an 
end to the four-power occupation. 


The Soviet informant said trans- 
fer of control of the supply lines 
was the meaning behind Khrush- 
chev’s speech. 


‘“GET-OUT’ PLAN 


Khrushchev proposed that the 
United States, Britain and France, 
with city garrisons totaling 10,000 
troops, get out of West Berlin. 


He said the Soviet Union would 
hand over its occupation rights in 
the old German capital to East 
Germany. 


He did not spell out, however, 
whether he would risk a new East- 
West crisis by also transferring 
to Premier Otto Grotewohl’s Red 
regime the supervision of traffic 
between West Berlin and West 
Germany, divided by 110 miles 
of Communist German territory. 


(In Washington the United States 
| accused Russia Wednesday of 
massive interference in German 
affairs by maintaining a puppet 
East German Communist regime 
through military force. 


SOVIET AIMS HIT 


| (Department spokesman Lincoln 
| White said the Kremlin was guilty 
of “massive interference in Ger- 
man affairs” because of “‘its ef- 
forts to maintain by armed force 
domination over a large part of 
the German people.” 


(At the same time, he rejected 
as ridiculous Soviet charges that 
this country was using West Ger- 
many and West Berlin as bases

The Western Big Three—and 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer’s 
Bonn government—do not recog- 
nize Grotewohl’s regime and have 
refused to have any formal deal- 
ings with it. 


But the pressure is on. Refusal 
of the United States, Britain and 
France to yield to East German 
controls might lead to a blockade 
of their West Berlin garrisons.

CHARLEVOIX, Mich. (UPI)— 
Two survivors and the bodies of 
eight crewmen who died when 
their cargo ship, the Carl D. 
Bradley foundered in a wild 
storm in northern Lake Michigan,

Thirty three men were be- 
lieved to have perished when the 
Bradley broke in two and sank a 
few miles off Gull Island.

Moscow Launches 
Biggest Offensive 


It is obvious from developments of 
the past few days that the Russians are 
launching new and more powerful eco- 
nomic, political and diplomatic offensives 
against the West. It would be the worst 
of mistakes to minimize the potential 
for trouble. 

The most immediate and perhaps the 
most severe challenge is building up over 
divided Berlin and divided Germany. 
Moscow has announced its intention of 
renouncing the four-power occupation of 
the former German capital by with- 
drawing its troops and turning over 
functions of government to the Commu- 
nist government of East Germany. 

Net effect of this, of course, would 
be to force the Western powers—the 
United States, Britain and France—to 
negotiate with the East German govern- 
ment which they have not recognized. 
In the background, of course, is the 
threat of a new Berlin blockade and 
harassments to force the West to sur- 
render its foothold there. “mm which 
is 100 miles inside East Gerfman terri- 
tory, can be cut off from access at will. 
The Western powers have said they will 
fight if an effort is made to force them 
out. ’ 

The economic challenge, of course, 
was spelled out last week in one of the 
most ambitious development programs 
for Russia in Communist history. De- 
signed to cut into the West’s lead in 
production and to surpass it by 1970, 
Khrushchev’s ambition of usurping the 
West’s world markets and to convince 
wavering nations that the Communist 
way is the quickest way to industrial- 
ization is the gravést threat of all. 

On the economic front, Moscow has 
announced a 100-million-dollar assist- 
ance program to Argentina on terms more 
liberal than the West would meet. It is 
offering similar deals to other Latin 
countries. Agreement to build Egypt’s 
Aswan Dam is another phase of this 
mounting offensive. 

Diplomatically the Reds are using 
every propaganda maneuver possible to 
undermine any agreement on workable 
disarmament. At Geneva and in the 
United Nations they are sabotaging any 
hope for bans on nuclear testing, pre- 
vention of surprise attack and even on 
control of use of outer space for peaceful 
purposes. 

The Russian offensive is in all fields. 
Its massive education program, geared to 
aims of the state, is an important part of 
it. The United States, on the other hand, 
has slipped back into its old pattern 
after the flurry of interest which fol- 
lowed launching of the Sputnik. 

While we have our troubles at home, 
let us not forget there is a far greater 
threat from without. Domestic politics 
and petty squabbling should not blind us 
to the fact that this is a threat to our very 
survival,

The campaign deserves the support 
of all citizens interested in seeing con- 
tinued progress in the work being done 
at Emory University Hospital under aus- 
pices of the National Muscular Dys- 
trophy Assn., in the patient service pro- 
grams in this area and in other phases 
of the over-all effort to reduce the stag- 
gering toll claimed by this crippling 
killer. 

Surely the entire community will wel- 
come the opportunity to join the attack 
upon this foe to health, happiness and 
life itself.

Inflation Still Threatens 


Our Economic Stability 


The rapid upswing in the economy 
which promises to become a full-scale 
resumption of the boom by next year 
should not obscure the fact that infla- 
tion remains gs the biggest single threat 
to a continued healthy economy. There 


are no signs as of now that the long- 


range trend toward cheaper and cheaper 
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nomic progress and undermine stability 
of the entire economy. Faced with the 
biggest peacetime budget deficit in his- 
tory during the next fiscal year, fuel for 
runaway inflation will be plentiful in the 
months ahead, 


Benson Ford, vice president of Ford 
Motor Co., told members of the Southern 
Newspaper Publishers Assn. this week 
that we must learn how to handle this 
new and virulent force in our economy. 
Describing the inflationary dangers, he 
said: 

“Actually, inflation serves no one. It 
first hurts the weak and the poor. It 
taxes most severely the savings of those 
who cannot protect themselves—small 
savers, old people. widows and children 
living on fixed incomes, school teachers, 
preachers and civil servants who have no 
escalator clauses in hand.” 


More money in circulation without a 
corresponding increase in productivity is 
the basic cause of inflation. The new 
Congress, pressed as it will be for more and 
more spending, must keep that in mind. 
The people themselves—consumers, labor 
and management—must learn somehow 
that restraint is needed on all sides to 
halt this destructive force.

If There’s a Solution, 
It’s Time To Find It 


The Atlanta Board of Education has 
issued a calming if necessarily non- 
committal statement concerning the fu- 
ture of the city’s school system in face 
of a pending court ruling on segregation. 


The board did make one thing clear. 
It has no plans to cperate a private 
school system “for the very obvious 
reason that such a system would not be 
private if under domination and control 
of the Atlanta Board of Education.” 
And if the system is closed down, the 
board said, it would not be the agency 
which did it. It holds no titles to prop- 
erty, thus cannot sell or lease the 
building. 


Meanwhile, parents of some 100,000 
students in Atlanta schools and their 
teachers have every reason to be con- 
cerned about the future. In fact, the 
future of this city and that of Georgia 
depends upon education of all the chil- 
dren—not just a few of them. The state’s 
economy and progress in all other fields 
rests with its schools. 


It is not a matter of merely “throw- 
ing in the towel” or “surrender.” It is a 
matter of preserving the public schools. 
How can it be done within the frame- 
work of the status quo? Nobody as yet 
has come up with an answer. 


Sen. Talmadge said a few days ago 
that Georgia would be facing a school 
crisis by next September in spite of the 
laws which have been set up as de- 
fenses. He could offer no ideas on how 
to prevent it, saying, in effect, it is a 
problem for the new state administra- 
tion. This added greatly to the concern 
now showing itself, especially since the 
senator himself is responsible for many 
of these laws. | 

Will we find relief in a Congress 
which is expected to be more liberal 
than any in recent years? Its members 
are talking about civil rights instead of 
states’ rights legislation. 


What, then, do our political leaders 
propose to do to prevent the tragedy of 
Little Rock from coming to Georgia? 
What can they do? Now is the time for 
honest ,thinking and honest speaking. 
Platitudes and palliatives from politicians 
which only ~mislead and confuse the 
people no longer are enough.
